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1. Claims 1-4 and 6-8 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kasahara et al. (EP 1002660) in view of any of Brown 
(US2002/0086909), Akiya et al. (5,041,328) and Darsillo et al. (6,365,264) for reasons 
of record and for reasons given below. 

2. Claims 1 and 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kasahara et al. (EP 1002660) in view of any of Brown (US2002/0086909), Akiya et al. 
(5,041,328) and Darsillo et al. (6,365,264) and further in view of Tokunaga et al. 
(6,403,162 for reasons of record and for reasons given below. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed October 14, 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicants argue that the primary reference does not teach fumed 
alumina. If it had, there would have been no need for a combination rejection. In fact 
most, if not all of applicants' arguments are to the individual references rather than to 
the combination rejection. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). 

Finally, with respect to the argument that applicants have demonstrated 
unexpected results, the examiner has carefully reviewed the showings in the 
specification. The showings do not demonstrate unexpected results based upon the 
quantity of crosslinking agent because the examples fail to hold all but one variable 
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constant. In addition to varying the quantity of crosslinking agent, applicants' examples 
use polyvinyl alcohol B while the comparative examples use polyvinyl alcohol D. 
Therefore, a direct comparison cannot be made.
